in hotels, restaurants and food establishments, and providing for the sterilization 
of aU drinking utensils used for dispensing beverages in food establishments.

6 sterilizer or other methods approved by the secretary of agriculture. 
7 Any person who desires to use a method which has not been approved 
8 by the secretary of agriculture shall apply to the secretary of agricul-
9 ture who upon application being made shall approve any method 

10 proven to be an effective bactericidal process."

COLD STORAGE LOCKER PLANTS

AN ACT to amend chapter one hundred thirty-four and one tenth (134.1), code, 1939. 
relating to cold storage locker plants. 

Be It Enacted by the General ABBembly of the State of Iowa,: 
1 SECTION 1. Section two thousand eight hundred seventy-two and 
2 one hundredth (2872.01), Code, 1939, is amended by striking sub-
3 section two (2) and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 
4 co 'Frozen food locker plant' shall mean a location or establishment 
5 in which space in individual lockers is rented to persons for storage 
6 of frozen food and is equipped with a chill room, sharp freezing facili-
7 ties and facilities for cutting, preparing, wrapping and packaging 
8 meats and meat products, fruits and vegetables. 
9 " 'Branch frozen food locker plant' shall mean a location or estab-

10 lishment in which space in individual lockers is rented to persons for 
11 storage of frozen food after preparation for storage at a frozen food 
12 locker plant." 
1 SEC. 2. Section two thousand eight hundred seventy-two and two 
2 hundredths (2872.02), Code, 1939, is repealed and the following 
3 enacted in lieu thereof: 
4 "No person shall engage in the operation of a frozen food locker 
5 plant or a branch frozen food locker plant until he has obtained a 
6 separate license from the department for each such location or es-
7 tablishment. Application for such license or licenses shall be made 
8 upon forms furnished by the department and shall contain the items 
9 required by it as to ownership, management, location, equipment, and 

10 other data concerning the business for which each license is desired.". 
1 SEC. 3. Section two thousand eight hundred seventy-two and four 
2 hundredths (2872.04), Code, 1939, is repealed and the following 
3 enacted in lieu thereof: 
4 "The license fee for each such plant or branch plant shall be ten 
5 dollars for two hundred or less individual lockers with an additional 
6 two dollars for each additional one hundred individual lockers or 
7 major fraction thereof in either a frozen food locker plant or branch 
8 frozen food locker plant. Each such license shall expire on December 
9 31 of each year following the date of issue and no such license shall be 

10 transferable." 
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
